1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a heat shrinkable polyester film 
satisfying features (A), (B), (C), wherein the slip layer comprises a polyester copolymer resin 
containing styrene groups therein. WO '677 and LEE ET AL and IS AKA ET AL and ONO ET 
AL (US 4,233,352) fails to disclose slip layers comprising polyesters copolymers containing 
styrene groups; KUO (US 6,576,717), KATO ET AL (US 5,175,206) fail to disclose the recited 
coefficient of friction; JP 2002-108217 fails to disclose the recited slip layer; JP 2002-196677 
fails to disclose slip layers containing a polyester copolymer containing styrene groups.
